If  at  all  times  the 
chnrch  as  a whole  become  unsound  and 
corrupt  necessitating  a universal  reforma- 
tion of  its  original  simplicity  and  purity, 
would  lie  obviously  a proof  that  the  gates 
ot  hell  htitl  prevailed  during  that  period, 
however,  short.  I No,  from  the  day  Christ 
first  founded  Jlisj chnrch,  through  all  time, 
somewhere,  thebe  have  been  some  who 
have  been  faithfi  1,  and  so  kept  up  the  con- 
tinuity of  the  organization  ipitil  today.  I 
believe  the  Baptists  to  Ik-  the  modern  rep- 
resentatives of  this  never-dying  church.
